Manila, March 29. — The American 
troops advanced at daylight, taking four 
days’ rations with mein and having 200 
rounds of ammunition in their belts. 
They expect to take Bucare, on the rail 
road to the east of Balarao, today. 
It 
hi a difficult position, protected by 
streams. 
The American line is about 1,200 
yards from that of the rebels. 
The American troops rested all day in 
advance of Mart loo, after th re** da vs of 
fighting, and to rive mu opportunity for 
supplies to be brought to the front 
Desultory shots were exchanged yes­ 
terday. 
The American reports show that 20 
men were killed and 61 wounded os our 
side Monday. 
The Dakota regiment 
leat IO men killed and had 87 wounded 
According to prisoners in the hands of 
the Americans, A cm ital do's generals 
Garcia, Tofreo and Pacheco, were with 
the Filipino army Monday and drove 
their followers into the first aggressive 
demonstration. 
The rebels attempted

railroad, but the Americans charged to 
meet them, and the Filipinos bolted 
after a few shots, leaving ssveral men 
killed (Mi the field. 
The Filipino prison 
em further declare that the rebels have 
lost all taste far fighting and that their 
officers have to keep them in line by 
beating them with swords. 
One of the most brilliant and costly 
achievements of the campaign was the 
charge of Major Howard's battalion 
across the river. 
Advancing at a doable 
quick, they found the river beneath 
them and splashed across with a yell, 
swimming and wading, with bullets 
spattering in the water, and rushed up­ 
on the rebel trenches. 
Ten men were 
killed and ll wounded in the charge. 
At the capture of Marilao there were 
several incidents showing the bravery of 
cwt troops 
Some Filipinos were en­ 
trenched cm an island in a bend of the 
river. 
The Americans approached rn a 
triangular formation, with the Third ar 
tiUery in the apex and the Kansas aud 
Pennsylvania regiments forming the 
sides.

As Viewed at Washington by War 
Officials. 
Washington, March 29.—There was a 
lull yesterday in the reports from the 
scene of action north of Manila, which 
for a time was rather mystifying to the 
war department authorities. 
Only one 
dispatch from General Otis was received 
during the day dealing with the situa­ 
tion at the front, and this related to 
Monday afternoon. 
It was not until 
the press dispatch came late in the day, 
telling that the American force* were 
resting beyond Marilao, that General 
Otis’ silence was explained. 
After the 
arduous work of a three days* fight, un­ 
der a fierce tropical sun, through rice 
swamps and jungles, it was expected by 
the authorities here thai MacArthur 
would conserve the energies of hi* men 
by a halt long enough to rest and take 
supplies before the final blow against 
Malolos, the insurgent capital. 
The American advance line is now be­ 
yond Maniac aud almost up to the large 
town of Bulacan. 
The exact distance 
to Malolos is uncertain, owing to the 
lack of information as to just where they 
are resting, but at illest the distance 
cannot be more than IO or 12 miles on a 
direct line along the railways. 
At the 
rate of progress mad* in the last two 
days, tonight should bring the Ameri­ 
can force well up to the insurgent capi­ 
tal, if indeed the assault on that place is 
not begun by that time. 
Loading war department officials re­ 
ferred to the desperation with which the 
insurgents were fighting. 
It was takeD 
as an indication that they had staked 
everything on the outcome of this fight, 
and, losing it, that they would submit 
rather than prolong a hopeless struggle.
